Most of these organizations, 
the money that is raised is put 
back. in the community.” the 
mayor said, noting that with the 
$100 fee the city charges for elec- 
tricity and janitorial $epvices, and 
the $125 insurancé premium, 
groups would be required tq pay 
$250 for a two-hour event. not

If 
the sale of alcohol ts prohibited, 
which is a large part of those 
businesses income, then it's 
unlikely that such busínesses 
would flourish in Belle Glade.

SFWMD reports decline in phosphorous in Everglades water 


For the fifth consecutive year, 
е South Florida Water 
lanagement District Ваз 
reported. a decline in the 
amount of phosphorus in the 
water leaving farms in the 
Everglades Agricultural area 
(EAA]) south of Lake 
Okeechobee. The total phos- 
phorus reduction in the runoff 
_ was 55 percent for the period of 
we 1999 to April 30, 2000. 


he state's 1994 Everglades © 


, Forever Act requires EAA farm- 

vers to reduce the total phospho- 

гиз in runoff from their land by 

25 percent each year by imple- 

menting “best management 
> practices” (BMPs). 

To calculate the annual 
reduction, the District com- 
pares а current year’s total 

phosphorus load with that of 


the 10-year base period— 
October 1978 through 
September 1988— before BMPs 
were in place. The District 
makes hydrologic adjustments 
for differences in гађа! and 
distribution between the cur- 
rant year and the baseline 
years. The state required BMPs 
to be in place by January 1995. 
Since then, the EAA basin has 
exceeded the required 25 per- 
cent reduction in each ensuing 
year. The previous years’ phos- 
phorus reductions меге: 
1996—68 percent; 1997—49 
percent; 1998—34 percent; and 
1999—49 percent. 

For “water year 2000” (May, 
'99-.Аргії,'00), 193 metric tons 
of phosphorus flowed out of the 
EAA -basin (including farms, 
towns, and industry). This 


compares with the estimated 
425 metric tons predicted to 
have been in a runoff had the 
BMPs not been implemented. 
Concentrations of phosphorus 
in the water also were down, 
averaging 119 parts per billion 
{ppb] compared to pre-BMP 
concentrations of 173 ppb. 
These loads and concentra- 
tions apply only to the runoff 
entering the “Everglades 
Protection Area” from the EAA. 
They do not account for the 
phosphorus entering . the 
"Everglades Protection Area" 
from.other sources including 
Lake Okeechobee reléases, 
adjacent canals and levees and 
the storm water treatment 
areas. The District will include 
an analysis and summary of the © 
overall phosphorus loads to the 


Everglades in the 2000 EAA 
BMP annual report it is cur- 
rently preparing, 

“We are pleased that the EAA 
farmers have һай such success 
in lowering the 'amount of phos- 
phorus coming off their land in 
the past five years,” said Frank 
R. Finch, District executive 
director. “They have proven to 
be good partners as we work 
together to restore the 
Everglades. As these declines 
continue, we should see even 
better results for the water 
flowing into the, Everglades 
when*all.the STAs come on- 
line." The District has complet- 
ed four of the six state mandat- 
ed storm water treatment 
areas, and three are on-line and 
operating.

Drought-related tree deaths 
expected to continue 

Florida's continued drought 
has taken a severe toll on trees 


throughout much of the state 
and may continue to claim even 


more trees, according to 
Florida Agriculture 
Commissioner Bob Crawford. 
"Severé and. extended 
drought conditions have 
already resulted in the death of 
many trees,” Mr. Crawford 
said. "Others, weakened by 
prolonged water. deficits, have 
succumbed to secondary 
drought-related insect infesta- 
tions and fungus infections. 
Unfortunately, mofe trees will 
die as a result of the long-term 
rainfall deficit." t 
According to forest patholo- 
gists with . the, Florida 
Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services, Division of 
Forestry, the associated Insects 
and disease-causing agents are 
natural components of 
Florida's ecosystems that are 
simply responding to the phys- 
lologically debilitated trees. 

* Forestry experts note that on 
several previous occasions 
Florida has experienced waves 
of mortality in oaks and other 
hardwood species in the late 
summer months after drought 
conditions · have abated. 
Apparently the’ drought- 
Stressed trees many оѓ 
which have presexisting root 
disease infections; — cannot 
handle the dramatic shift from 
dry to wet, often saturated, soll 


conditions. The problem is fur- ` 


ther compounded -by* the 


extreme transpirational water 
demands placed on the trees 
by Florida's hot summer tem- 
peratures. 

Mr. Crawford said that 
recent reports of widespread 
oak mortality: in California 
should not be hastily linked to 
Florida's current situation 
Although there are similarities 
between the two scenarios, sci- 
entists in’ California are still 
evaluating „(һе apparently 
unprecedented tree deaths 
there, Mr, Crawford said.
